1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The application has been amended as follows:

Cancel claim 13. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. Applicant's arguments, see Pre-Appeal Brief, filed November 8, 2010, with 
respect to claims 1 , 3, 6, 14-16 and 19 have been fully considered and are persuasive. 
The rejection of claims 1 , 3, 6, 1 4-16 and 1 9 under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being 
anticipated by No has been withdrawn. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. Applicant's arguments, see Pre-Appeal Brief, filed November 8, 2010, with 
respect to claims 4, 5, 17 and 18 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
rejection of claims 4, 5, 17 and 18 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
No in view of Andreoli and Herron has been withdrawn. 

5. Applicant's arguments, see Pre-Appeal Brief, filed November 8, 2010, with 
respect to claims 7 and 20 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
rejection of claims 7 and 20 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over No in 
view of Epp has been withdrawn. 

6. Applicant's arguments, see Pre-Appeal Brief, filed November 8, 2010, with 
respect to claims 8 and 21 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
rejection of claims 8 and 21 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over No in 
view of Epp and Andreoli has been withdrawn. 

7. Applicant's arguments, see Pre-Appeal Brief, filed November 8, 2010, with 
respect to claims 10 and 23 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
rejection of claims 10 and 23 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over No in 
view of Andreoli and Nakao has been withdrawn. 
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8. Applicant's arguments, see Pre-Appeal Brief, filed November 8, 2010, with 
respect to claims 11, 12, 24 and 25 have been fully considered and are persuasive. 
The rejection of claims 1 1 , 1 2, 24 and 25 under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable 
over lo in view of Fuglevand has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 1,3-12 and 1 4-25 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
neither teaches nor suggests a relationship between the flow rate of fuel in a fuel gas 
and the concentration of nitrogen in the fuel gas such that the flow rate of fuel in the fuel 
gas could be controlled to maintain the nitrogen concentration at a target nitrogen 
concentration, as recited in claim 1 .
